The report, prepared by Circuit 
Judge Guy B. Hart rick of Pontiac, 
was submitted as 12 men went on 
trial here for the Black Legion “ex­ 
ecution” of Charles A. Poole. 
“As conceived the Black Legion 
was a hisn with a vengeance, organ­ 
ized to accomplish it* object* by 
force and violence, if necessary; it 
was a black klan,” said Judge Hart 
rick's summary of the findings of 
the Oakland county grand jury in­ 
vestigation. 
The report named 86 state, coun­ 
ty and city employes as members 
of the hooded order, but said; 
“The grand jury has been uuable 
to find any evidence that the Black 
Legion is an organization of Fascist 
character, x x x 
No evidence of 
foreign money to finance the Black 
Legion has been found.” 
“Certain it ta that the men who 
are listed as officers of the Bls 
Legion in Oakland county are not 
possessed of even average intelli­ 
gence upon 
governmental affairs, 
and the ordinary concerns of 
life. 
They do not possess the qualities 
necessary to attract men to their 
command. 
“They are not leaders, nor even 
worthy followers.” 
Judge H attrick, who 
has

conducting 
hearings 
for

weeks, said that the Black Legion 
in Oakland county was disrupted by 
the bickering 
of 
politicisns who 
sought to gain votes. 
Naming Virgil H. (B ern Effinger

The Society of Tammany exist* today only 
in the city of New York. where ii waa estab­ 
lished in 1789. but in the first decade of the 
laht century there was an effort by the lead­ 
ers to make it a national organization.

manufacturing processes, new uses 
for old materials come from th* 
laboratory. 
Chemist* demonstrate how bet­ 
ter product* tan be made at lower 
cost. In times of expansion like 
these, 
they 
keep 
manufacturer* 
constantly on the jump to meet 
competition from the factory across 
th# street. 
The result: Batter profits, more 
new factories, stimulated employ­ 
ment, new uses for Invested capi­ 
tal. wider dissemination of a fam­ 
ily'* incom*~these are th® ingredi­ 
ents of recovery. 
Money Needed 
All through the depression re­ 
search workers have been busy. 
Little waa heard of their work. 
There was no money to develop 
their discoveries. Now they are 
ready, as the nation emerges from 
depression. 
Government officials, looking to­ 
ward new industries and new pro­ 
ducts to provide the final recovery 
stimulus, believe the chemical in­ 
dustry will satisfy much of th* mar­ 
ket for so-called "prosperity goods’* 
which citizens demand as their in­ 
comes increase. 
Th# chemical Industry is highly 
mechanized. Its lft.OOO firms hire 
only about 25ft.ftftft worker*. Its con­ 
tribution to recovery will not be 
measurable in number of persons 
employed directly in the industry 
itself Its products, moreover, are 
basic 
materials, 
production 
of 
which may be stepped up without 
hiring additional workers. 
New Products 
It is in new w-ays of combining 
these basic materials into new and 
better products that the recovery 
value of the industry is measured. 
When a new plastic is invented, for 
instance, a new company Is formed 
to manufacture it, a factory ta 
built or rented, sale# and merrhan- 
dieing staff established, skilled and 
unskilled workers hired. 
Research brings about constant 
change in manufacturing methods. 
It discovers better and 
cheaper 
material* 
with 
which 
to 
make 
product*, then immediately finds 
new uses for the displaced mate­ 
rials. Much of th* reeearch is con­ 
ducted by private companies, who 
set up laboratories to protect their 
market against Inroads by compet­ 
ing materials. 
Cotton Cited 
When cotton men. for instance, 
find part of their market taken by 
rayon, they hire research workers 
who find that cotton can be used 
to manufacture plastics, cellulose 
products, 
building materials and 
the like. Finding their products dis­ 
placed. In turn lumber chemists 
find that wood can be ground up. 
treated with chemicals, and used 
to make rayon. Each material has 
found itself displaced in one field. 
Each has found a new use. In th# 
proceaa new Industries are formed, 
new capital invected, more workers 
hired, more dollars spent and cir­ 
culated. 
Rapid expansion in invention of 
new plastics hold* perhaps more 
promise than any other type of 
product emerging from the chem­ 
ical laboratory. Objects manufac­ 
tured from plastics are becoming 
familiar. They can he molded or 
shaped Into any form, and are of 
various degrees of brittleness and 
pliability.

Doctors have slw ays recognised 
the seriousness of extensive burns. 
Regardless of the cause, such an 
accident may lead to aerioua and 
even fatal complications. 
Stomach 
and intestinal ulcers. Inflammation 
of the Intestines or bladder, naurl 
tis, eye Inflammation 
and

arthritis may be late complications 
of a severe burn. 
Neglect or faulty care of a burn 
leads to serious scarring and perm a­ 
nent disability. 
H eart trouble and 
other complication!

even earlier. 
It will be seen how 
essential It la to receive Im m ediate 
care for this serious accident. 
R e l i e v e Pain 
Everyone should be fam iliar with 
the emergency treatm ent of a burn. 
Until the doctor arrives, gentleness 
and relief of pain are im portant. 
Since shock la the im m ediate ef­ 
fect of an extensive hum , every ef­ 
fort should he m ade at once to deal 
with the pain and shock. Then th# 
burn can be given care. As soon 
ss the doctor arrives he probably 
will give a hypodermic Injection of

It may 
he applied aa a spray every ten to 
fifteen m inutes for the first fem- 
hours, and then every hour until 
the tanning is complete. 
Of course, 
the 
prevention 
of 
burns la far more im portant than 
their treatm ent. Burna usually oc­ 
cur in th e household from care­ 
lessness in the handling of hot 
liquids, such as wster, tea, soup or 
grease.
